Wh ile m o st o th er sh o rt-term interest 
rates usually scaled upw ard fro m th e 
disco unt rate, th e F ederal R eserve h as 
no t used th e disco unt ra te , as it is 
called, in setting th e natio n’s m o netary 
po licy in recent y ears. 
’I’h e bo ard described its actio n as a 
“ passive adjustm ent” to keep th e 
disco unt ra te in line with o th er sh o rt­ 
term rates. It believed th e disco unt 
ra te w as to o lo w in co m pariso n with 


th e prim e lending ra te , no w aro und 6 
per cent. Th e prim e lending ra te is th e 
interest rate th a t th e natio n’s co m ­ 
m ercial banks ch arg e th eir biggest 
and best custo m ers. 


'I’h e bo ard likes to keep th e disco unt 
ra te abo ut o ne per cent belo w th e 
prim e rate.

Discount Rate 
Boosted By Fed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Federal 
Reserve Board has decided to boost 
the rate it charges member banks for 
borrowing money for the first time in a 
year, but says it shouldn’t lead to 
another increase in interest rates 
across the nation. 
The board announced Friday that, 
effective Monday, the discount rate 
that it charges member banks for 
borrowing will go from 4.5 per cent to 5 
per cent. 
While most other short-term interest 
rates usually scaled upward from the 
discount rate, the Federal Reserve has 
not used the discount rate, as it is 
called, in setting the nation's monetary 
policy in recent years. 
The board described its action as a 
“passive adjustment” to keep the 
discount rate in line with other short­ 
term rates. It believed the discount 
rate was too low in comparison with 


the prime lending rate, now around 6 
per cent. The prime lending rate is the 
interest rate that the nation’s com­ 
mercial banks charge their biggest 
and best customers. 


The board likes to keep the discount 
rate about one per cent below the 
prime rate. Because of the bigger gap, 
it said, borrowings from the Federal 
Reserve system had nearly doubled in 
the past four weeks. 


The announcement noted that the 
discount rate is now where it stood on 
Aug. 15, 1971, when President Nixon 
announced his wage-price-rent freeze. 
The board dropped the rate to 4.5 per 
cent in December 1971. 
Interest rates are not, nor have they 
ever been, under President Nixon’s 
wage-price controls. Controlling them 
might dry up funds for lending, the 
administration feels. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Former 
Gov. James A. Rhodes said today he is 
circulating petitions to run for 
governor in 1974. 
In a letter to leaders of Ohio 
Republican organizations around the 
state Rhodes said he had been urged 
“by many party organizations and 
individuals to run for governor.” 
“These friends believe I can furnish 
the kind of leadership Ohio needs,” 
Rhodes said. “In view of this, and 
based upon my continued interest in 
good government for all the people of 
Ohio, I have decided to run for 
governor in 1974.” 
Rhodes said he was circulating 
petitions early because “there seems 
to be a question in some peoples’ minds 
regarding my eligibility to run.” 
Rhodes refered to state con­ 
stitutional provisions which prohibit a 
governor from serving three terms. 
Rhodes served two terms, from 1963 
through 1970. The question is whether 
the law forbids three consecutive 
terms, or three terms at any time. 
“I intend to conduct this campaign 
with vigor and determ in atio n ,” 
Rhodes said in his letter. “ I need your 
help. I can and shall win.” 
Gordon Peltier, former Commerce 
Director under Rhodes and the at­ 
torney who drew up the nominating 
petition, said “there’s no question in 
our minds as regards his constitutional 
right to run.” 
“Wedon’t know how long it will be or 
even if a suit will be filed challenging 
his right to run, but we want to be pre­ 
pared to clear it up as soon as we can,” 
Peltier said. 
“The challenge might come from 
somebody who would like to have the 
nomination for himself,” Peltier said, 
adding he had no one specific in mind. 
Rhodes was in New Orleans for the 
National Vocational Fducation Con­ 
ference and could not be reached 
immediately for comment.

Giiiigan, who already has said he will 
run for reelection in 1974, said they had 
no comment on Rhodes’ decision.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Acting to 
meet complaints by black servicemen 
that they receive harsher punishments 
for m inor offenses than w hites, 
Secretary of Defense Melvin R. I/aird 
has issued strict guidelines designed to 
insure equal treatment. 
From now on, I/aird directed Friday, 
servicemen whose punishments are 
handled by their commanding officers 
must have legal advice available. 
Each serviceman must be adivsed of 
his right to appeal even minor punish­ 
ments and those punishments must not 
be imposed pending action on any 
appeal. 
And, I/aird said, a man who agrees 
to have his case considered by his 
commander must be given “the op­ 
portunity for full presentation ... to 
include, but not limited to, the right to 
call witnesses, present evidence and 
be accompanied by a person to speak 
on his or her behalf.” 
1/aird said also that such pro­ 
ceedings must be opened to the public 
whim the accused requests it, “except 
in those instances where military ex­ 
igencies or security interests preclude 
public disclosure.” 
Servicemen accused of non court- 
martial offenses may either have their 
cases handled by their commanders or 
may refuse and request a court m ar­ 
tial. Any punishment meted out by the 
commander, however, does not appear 
in a m an’s permanent service record 
as does that handed down by a court 
martial.

“Iiiis could happen. An attorney can 
be dismissed at any tim e,” Rothblatt 
replied. 
Asked if there was a possibility of 
guilty pleas being offered, Rothblatt 
said, “Not by me.” 
Meanwhile, reports persisted that 
the Miami defendants, all with Cuban 
backgrounds, may plead guilty.

University Chiefs Anxious To See Budget Plans 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- When 
Gov. John J. Giiiigan reveals his new 
budget W ednesday, presidents of 
Ohio’s universities will be listening 
closely for their share of state revenue. 
Acting Chanc ellor William Coulter of 
the Ohio Board of Regents said tile 
university officials are particularly 
interested in tin* budget this year 
because of tile changing patterns of 
higher education enrollment. 


State subsidies to Ohio universities 
are 
based on 
the 
enrollment of 
students at the institutions. The 
enrollm ents at som e universities 
declined substantially this school year, 
while other institutions showed only 
modest gains. 
Coulter said university officials are 
presently “scratching their heads” on 
the planning of budgets because of the 
enrollment situation. 


“They can't lose students without it 
causing some budget problems,” he 
said. “ It costs them student fees and 
causes them to lose state subsidies.” 
The fact that school enrollment 
dipped or even remained stable at Ohio 
universities this year came as a sur­ 
prise, Coulter said. 
“We didn’t expect enrollment to 
stabilize until 1977 or 1978,” he said. 
“As a result, we don’t know what to 


think about the next school year.” 
He said, “ I would expect some in­ 
creases in next year’s budget. I am 
sure the governor recognizes that no 
institution can run at the same price it 
did last year. 
“ I am confident that kind of cost 
increase will lie in the budget, and I 
hope for a little more.” 
An Ohio Department of Finance 
spokesman recently projected a three 


I ie I* cent increase in state subsidies for 
universities, nearly m atching the 
jump in inflation during 1972. 
The higher education budget for the 
second year of the present biennium is 
about $250 million. 
The regents had to redistribute $5.5 
million of that money last month to 
buffer the subsidy losses at Ohio, 
Toledo, Youngstown State and Central 
State universities.

City auditor George Schiering had 
refused to pay the raises order by city 
council, claiming that some of them 
exceed the 5.5 federal guidelines.

EM PORIA, Kan. (A P) - The 
mother of Mark J. Essex says society 
was responsible for the death of her 
son, identified by police as the New 
Orleans sniper. 
The shooting in which her son was 
killed and six other persons died by 
sniper fire is a “clear signal for White 
America to get off the seat of its pants 
and do something," Mrs. M ark Essex 
told newsmen Wednesday. 
“ If this terrible thing will awaken 
white America to the injustices that 
blacks suffer, then some good will 
come of it,” she said. 
Mrs. Essex and her husband have 
scheduled a news conference today. 
Essex, a 23-year-old black, was shot 
to death by police on the roof of the 
DownTown Howard Johnson’s hotel in 
New Orleans after sniper fire erupted 
at the hotel Sunday. 
Essex’ body is to be returned here 
from New Orleans today. Funeral 
services are scheduled for Saturday 
morning, with the Rev. W.A. Cham­ 
bers, a close family friend, officiating. 
“ We must cease provoking people to 
the point that they must seek revenge 
to get even with society,” Essex’ 
father said Wednesday as he and his 
wife spoke with newsmen for the first 
time since their son was identified as 
the slain sniper. 
“I blame society,” he said. 
Mrs. Essex said her son did not hate 
white men, “he hated what the white 
man stood for, the white system . He 
knew whites, he went to school with 


w hites, he dated a white girl and then 
he told me that he didn’t know why 
blacks dated white girls 
because 
they’re no different than black girls 
and they’re not as beautiful.”

SAIGON (AP) - The B52 com­ 
m ander who refused to fly combat 
missions has written his senator and 
says, “I hope Congress can do what 
they can to end the war.

(AP) — “I’ll walk by 
one of these children and all of a 
sudden he’ll look up at me and sm ile,” 
said Mrs. Stacy Smith, 76. “That little 
smile makes it worth all the trouble 
and long hours and scratching to meet 
the bills.” 
Mrs. Smith — a cheerful, gray- 
haired woman — was talking about the 
home she runs for children with birth 
defects. She cares for 54 children 
without public or foundation funds, 
handling 12 of them as charity cases 
and charging the parents of the others 
a small boarding fee. 
Churches and civic groups con­ 
tribute occasional volunteer help, but 
most of the work is done by Mrs. Smith 
and a dozen nonprofessionals — 
friends and neighbors. The children, 
born with cerebral palsy, blindness or 
brain damage, are housed dormitory 
style in Mrs. Sm ith’s big brick home 
and two adjoining buildings. 
Mrs. Smith, a registered nurse, took 
in her first child m ore than 40 years 
ago — shortly after encephalitis left 
her adopted son severely retarded.

I he blender you got for ( 3iri,HtiikiiH 
may become your favorite kitchen 
appliance. But before you begin 
blending everything in sight, read the 
instruction book' You’ll find out just 
what the blender can do. More irn- 
portant, you’ll learn to use the ap­ 
pliance properly. 
Blenders offer a range of speeds — 
and for a good reason. Different 
blending jobs require different speeds. 
Follow the instructions as you try each 
new blending job. Resist that impulse 
to blend everything on “ high.” 
For example, the blender will grate 
carrots, coconut, cucumbers and other 
solids. Most instruction books will 
suggest using a medium speed for this 
job. If high speeds are used, the solids 
jump around on top of the blades and 
the job takes longer. At medium 
speeds, the solids agitate and are cut 
up quickly. Another tip-cut carrots and 
other hard foods into 1-inch pieces and 
add them through the lid insert while 
the blades are in motion. 
When grating solids, work in small 
amounts — just a half cup at a time. 
The blades can’t cut if they are 
covered with chopped or grated food. 
If you need a large quantity, do ser- 
veral small batches. 
The blender will also make relishes 
and other thick mixtures. This job, too, 
calls for medium speed. As you work 
with thick mixtures, stop the blender 
from time to time and stir the food. 
The food is apt to become over-mixed 
on the bottom and not mixed enough on 
top. 
A blender makes quick work of 
making mayonnaise — again at 
medium speed. High speeds cause air 
pockets to form which interfere with 
the blending action. 
Medium speeds are suggested when 
you use the blender to make cracker 
and bread crumbs; chop and grind 
nuts, grate cheese, whip cream, and 
chop dried fruits. 
Your blender can also cover up some 
of those mistakes made in the kitchen 
such as lumpy gravy or white sauce. 
Just pour the sauce into the blender 
using a low speed and those lumps will 
disappear. Reheat and serve and no 
one will know the difference. 
These are some other tasks a 
blender can perform: 
STIR to reconstitute dry mild solids 
and frozen juices, dissolve gelatin, 
prepare instant puddings, chop hard- 
cooked eggs and parsley, and prepare 
malts and shakes. 
PU REE cooked or uncooked fruits 
and vegetables for perfect baby foods 
and special diet foods. 
WHIP cream and prepare thin 
batters and sauces. 
GRATE citrus peel, crumb bread, 
crackers and cookies; grind coffee, 
cereal grains and whole spices. 
MIX barbecue and basting sauces, 
salad dressings, marinades, pancake 
batter. 
CHOP fruits, vegetables, nuts, 
cooked meats and seafoods perfectly. 
BLEN D heavy batters, heavy 
sauces, mayonnaise, nut butters, 


spreads and dips. 
LIQ UIFY fruits and vegetables m 
water and other liquid This speed is 
ideal for frappes, or grinding ex­ 
tremely hard spices, such as ginger 
root and nutmeg.

If you want to know what type of 
menu the soil under your lawn, gar­ 
den, or field can provide for growing 
plants, you can get the answer from a 
soil test. Results will tell you how 
much of such foods as nitrogen, 
phosphorus, and potash you will need 
to give the plants you want to grow, in 
addition to what the soil can supply. 
And the Soil Test laboratory at Ohio 
State University is making it easier for 
you to check your soil’s nutrition 
supply, especially your lawn or gar­ 
den, says John Trierweiler, lab 
supervisor. New and simplified forms 
and sampling kits are now available. 
Soil information sheets for lawn and 
garden are brand new, Trierweiler 
explains. They were designed ex­ 
pressly for home lawns or gardens. A 
sheet is included in a special mailing 
packet available now at all County 
Cooperative Extension Service Of­ 
fices, and soon to be available at 
garden stores around the state. The 
packet also includes a mailer - a soil 
sample bag and an envelope. 1116 cost

The blender you not for Christina.s 
may become your favorite kitchen 
appliance. Hut before you begin 
blending everything in sight, read the 
instruction book! You’ll find out just 
what the blender can do. More im­ 
portant, you’ll learn to use the ap­ 
pliance properly. 
Blenders offer a range of speeds — 
and for a good reason. Different 
blending jobs require different speeds. 
Follow the instructions as you try each 
new blending job. Resist that impulse 
to blend everything on “ high.” 
For example, the blender will grate 
carrots, coconut, cucumbers and other 
solids. Most instruction books will 
suggest using a medium speed for this 
job. If high speeds are used, the solids 
jump around on top of the blades and 
the job takes longer. At medium 
speeds, the solids agitate and are cut 
up quickly. Another tip-cut carrots and 
other hard foods into 1-inch pieces and 
add them through the lid insert while 
the blades are in motion. 
When grating solids, work in small 
amounts — just a half cup at a time. 
The blades can’t cut if they are 
covered with chopped or grated food. 
If you need a large quantity, do ser- 
veral small batches. 
'Hie blender will also make relishes 
and other thick mixtures. This job, too, 
calls for medium speed. As you work 
with thick mixtures, stop the blender 
from time to time and stir the food. 
The food is apt to become over-mixed 
on the bottom and not mixed enough on 
top.

One reason could la* that while 
private employers have been subject 
since 1970 to j>rovisions of the Oc­ 
cupational Safety arid Health Act, 
state and local governments are ex­ 
empt. 
“ This could be one cause, since we 
do not have a good safety program for 
public employes,” said state Per­ 
sonnel Director Paul Corey when 
asked whether the accident rate and 
lar k of a safety program were related 
Since 1969, Ohio claims for Work­ 
mens’ Compensation benefits in the 
total work force liave declined from 
383,929to 331,777 last year. At the same 
time, public employe claims have ris­ 
en from 22,978 to approximately 27,000 
last year. 
'Hie government work force has been 
rising since 1969, which could account 
for tin* rise in claims, but that’s not 
what figures for state workers, alone, 
md irate. 
Five per cent of the state payroll 
applied for compensation benefits in 
1969. Six per cent applied last year. In 
the private sector during the same 
period the number of claims declined 
relative to the total work force. 
“ Some of our departments do have 
fairly responsible in-house safety 
programs,” Corey said. “ But there’s 
no real pressure on them to keep 
conditions safe. 
“ You know, there are 400,000-plus 
public employes in Ohio and that’s a 
heck of a block of workers to be leaving 
exposed,” he added. “ If I had my way, 
there would be a safety officer in every 
department.” 
Corey and others tried in the last 
.session of the legislature to get a state 
employe safety standards measure 
passed, but the bill died in committee. 
This year the department is working 
with a study group created by Gov. 
John Gilligan to develop a statewide 
plan for state administration of the 
federal safety law. The plan will in­ 
clude a proposed safety program for 
the state, but the remaining 350,000 
Ohio public employes would still have 
no protection.

“ Of course I don’t know,” he said, 
“ but I can only tell you that when 
Kissinger told the country on Oct. 26 
that peace was at hand and only a few 
small details remained, I think he was 
lying.

WASHINGTON (A P) 
A treaty 
banning the production, stockpiling 
and use of chemical weapons is at least 
two years away, U.S. officials say.

Feb. 20, much as the problem of 
biological weapons did the last session. 
Rut the outcome won’t be the same, 
according to the American sources. 
The Geneva group, formally called the 
Committee of the Conference on 
Disarmament,

agreement last year prohibiting 
biological weapons. 
The Soviet Union has proposed a 
chemical draft treaty that generally 
follows the line set out by the biological 
accord, an approach vehemently op­ 
posed by th** United States.

American 
experts 
said 
biological warfare has never been 
considered as serious a threat as the 
ase of chemicals, and the United 
States, therefore, was not as con­ 
cerned about verification. 
However, the Washington position on 
checking to see whether a chemical- 
warfare treaty is being honored is 
much tougher. 
Sophisticated chemical weapons 
already exist in large numbers and in 


enormous variety. No matter how the 
treaty is finally defined, tho U.S. of­ 
ficials say, there will be a need for 
stringent verification firocedures.
